" To create an ambience in which talent, skill 
and excellence in sports flourish and from 
which great sportspersons and sports 
administrators of tomorrow emerge " . 


Preamble : 


AIM – 1 : To establish linkages with corporate 
world and renowned faculties : 


The Government has been consistently 
concentrating on human resource 
development by encouraging Physical 
Education and Sports activities as well as 
general health development activities at the 
Village, Taluka and State level. 


Strategy ( 1 ) : Encourage involvement of 
National /InternationalLevel sports faculties in 
sports promotion training and guidance . 


Strategy ( 2 ): Increase involvement of 
Corporate and Industrial houses in sports 
activities . 


Basic Physical Education and Sports 
promotion have been carried out over the past 
many years through the Directorate of Sports

3. Achieving excellence at Village , Taluka , 
State , National and International Levels 
through the Sports Authority of Goa and its 
affiliated State Sports Associations and Sports 
Clubs . 


Every effort will be made to ensure that all 
basic equipments are made available to sport 
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4. To pay special attention to for promotion 
of sports among tribal segments of the 
population and to differently abled 
sportspersons and children . 


making it an academic optional subject up 
to the Higher Secondary level and by 
streamlining the evaluation system for 
effective implementation of the Physical 
Education and sports curriculum at 10 + 2 
scholastic level. 


Thrust of the Policy : 


The main thrust of the policy shall be on : 


1. Promotion of awareness on Physical 
Education and Sports at the Primary and 
Pre -Primary School levels . 


Educational Institutions shall be 
encouraged to have a regular sports and 
fitness programme for its students and efforts 
will be made by the Government to ensure that 
Educational Institutions have adequate 
sports infrastructure by way of playfields, 
sports equipment and sports trainers by way 
of trained P. E. Teachers for the development 
of Physical Education and Sports . 


2. Giving additional thrust to promotion of 
excellence in such sports in which our State 
has either great potential and strength or in 
which the State has consistently excelled at 
the National and International Level. 


3. Integration of Sports and Physical 
Education activities by giving equal 
importance to Sports , Physical Education and 
Yoga in the Educational curriculum of the State 
at 10 + 2 level. 


4. To make P. E. and Sports as one of the 
optional academic subjects on par with other 
academic subjects with strict evaluation , 
which also be on par, upto the level of 10 + 2 . 


The Educational Institutions will have to 
appoint an independent P. E. Teacher for every 
300 students in the student-teacher ratio of 
300 : 1 as imparting P. E. and Sports Education 
entails huge responsibility on the P.E. Teacher 
and involves teaching of P. E., Sports and 
Games, Coaching, Yoga , Calysthenics, March 
Past, Mass drill, Health Education , National 
Service Scheme (NSS ) Scouting & Guiding, 
Youth Red Cross and Junior Red Cross , 
National Cadet Corps (NCC ), Camping and 
allied subjects and conduct theory and 
practical exams of all the students and strict 
evaluation thereof. 50 % posts of P. E. Teachers 
will be reserved for female P. E. Teachers in 
schools / institutions which are of co -education 
nature . 


5. Development of sports culture for all ages . 


Organisations and Responsibilities : 


1. The Government will implement its 
Sports Policy through its 5 main sports and 
educational organizations : 


(i) Directorate of Sports & Youth Affairs ; 


(ii) Sports Authority of Goa ; 


The State shall encourage appointment of 
Physical Education Teachers at the Middle 
School Level in Government as well as aided 
Middle Schools. Similarly , efforts will be also 
made to appoint Physical Education Teachers 
for clusters of Primary Schools so that sports 
activities and play could be promoted at grass 
-root level. 


(iii ) Goa University ; and 


( iv ) Directorate of Education , and 


( v ) Goa Board of Secondary & Higher 

Secondary Education . 


In case of non - availability of requisite 
trained P. E. Teachers , temporary appointment 
may be given to graduate sportspersons, 
subject to condition that they shall acquire the 
minimum qualification with a period of 5 years . 


Integration with Education : 


The State shall integrate Sports and Physical 
Education in the Education curriculum by 


Appropriate Inter-School and Inter -Higher 
Secondary School competitions at Village, 
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Taluka and State Level shall be conducted to 
provide competition exposure at a young age 
to students as well as non -students . 


State Sports Associations and Sports 
Clubs: 


Infrastructure Development: 


The Government recognizes the need of 
making available sports infrastructure and 
facilities throughout the State for broad basing 
and developing sports as well as for achieving 
excellence in the field . The State on its own , 
and in conjunction with the active involvement 
of all other available agencies like Panchayats , 
Institutions, Local Bodies , Clubs , Sports 
Associations and Industrial undertakings , shall 
create and ensure proper utilization and 
maintenance of sports infrastructure in every 
nook and corner of the State . 


The State recognizes that in keeping with 
global pattern , the management and 
development of sports will be taken up by the 
SAG through the State Sports Associations, 
autonomous bodies and clubs comprising of 
Goa Olympic Association , State Level Sports 
Associations and Sports Clubs who are inter 
-affiliated as well as affiliated to their national 
bodies and through whom the development 
and promotion of excellence in sports is done . 


The State Sports Associations should own 
their own office and staff failing which their 
grants will not be released by Sports Authority 
of Goa . As far as possible , Government will 
provide on nominal rent an office premises to 
all the State Sports Associations in the Sports 
Complexes developed by the Government. 


Infrastructure development will be made on 
4 - tier system viz . at (i) Village Level, (ii) Taluka 
Headquarters , ( iii ) District Headquarters and 
(iv ) International Standard Infrastructure near 
State Capital, Panaji. While , the existing 
playfields in rural and urban areas will be 
preserved for sports purposes , new playfields, 
stadia and other sports infrastructure shall be 
developed wherever necessary . 


Keeping this in view , the Government shall, 
through the Sports Authority of Goa and in 
conjunction with the State Sports Associations, 
formulate model bye -laws and organizational 
structure in keeping with the Olympic charter 
and the National Sports Policy for making the 
working of the Government agencies as well 
as the State Sports Associations and Sports 
Clubs , transparent , democratic , professional 
and accountable . 


The Government shall endeavour to utilize 
open areasbeing made available for promotion 
of sports in every Village, Taluka and District . 
The development of sports infrastructure shall 
be done with the maxim : - " minimum 
investment maximum benefit " . 


Efforts will also bemade to develop suitable 
infrastructure on self- financing basis so as to 
reduce the burden on the State exchequer and 
to raise additional funds for promotion of 
sports . 


It will be essential for the State Associations 
to hold annual State Championships in all the 
categories , i.e. Senior, Junior and Sub - Junior 
( for men and women ), so also tournaments at 
Village and Taluka levels from time to time. 
Wherever possible , for the specific purposes 
of developing a competitive spirit and for 
scouting new talent and promoting excellence 
in the 

the concerned sports , each State 
Association shall draw up the annual calendar 
for these events , well in advance , alongwith 
the calendar for training camps for building 
up and promotion of excellence in sports . 


Efforts will also be made to ensure that the 
sports infrastructure in Goa is used optimally 
through hosting of regular coaching camps, 
special coaching camps in vacations, etc. The 
State shall also provide special facilities of 
intensive coaching to about 1000 most 
talented sportspersons from different sports 
disciplines in which the State excels at present 
or has the potential to excel in future . 


Each State Sports Association shall prepare 
a Long Term Development Programme, 
incorporating therein details of present 
standards and performance level , projected 
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level for the future participation in 
competitions at State , Zonal, National and 
International Levels taking into account the 
sports exchanges , scientific support , hosting 
of Zonal and National Competitions, hosting of 
training and coaching camps, both residential 
and non -residential and their costing . 


Teachers and Coaches for the said purpose 
and will also depute coaches , referees , 
administrators and experts from the State for 
National, International Conferences and 
Workshops to update their knowledge and 
expertise in keeping with the latest trends in 
their respective fields of specialisation . 


Incentives and Benefits to Sportspersons : 


Sportspersons need to be given incentives 
right from the Sub - Junior Level. Accordingly, 
the Government will implement minimum of 
500 scholarships of sizeable quantum to 
outstanding sportspersons at the Sub - Junior, 
Junior and Senior Levels . 


The Government recognizes the importance 
of scientific back -up to sports, for its proper 
development and for achievement of 
excellence . The Government will take 
measures to ensure proper and systematic 
development of scientific back - up at the State 
Level by associating / employing experts in the 
priority sports disciplines on a long term basis 
so as to provide the necessary support in terms 
of Nutrition , Sports Psychology, Sports 
Physiotherapy & Rehabilitation , Sports 
Medicine , Pharmacology, Physiology, 
Biomechanics, Anthropometrics as well 
as other branches of Sports Sciences 
for improved performances of Goan 
sportspersons . 


Retired sportspersons in indigent 
circumstance , whose monthly income from 
all sources is less than Rs. 5,000 / - p . m . will 
be provided adequate financial assistance . 


The following incentives / facilities shall be 
provided to the sportspersons: 


Talented sportspersons shall be granted 
adequate nutritional support for meeting their 
nutritional requirements for the specific sports 
disciplines in which they participate . 


1. Grant of special leave of absence to 
students of 10 + 2 as well as Professional and 
non - Professional Colleges for attending 
recognized Intra - State as well as Zonal, 
National and International Level Sports 
Championships and State as well as National 
Team Coaching Camps, and accordingly 
provide for condonation of attendance . 


Suitable psychological back -up and support 
shall also be given to the sportspersons for 
developing competitive spirit and mental 
strength , which are extremely important 
components for gaining a winning edge in 
sports competitions held at Zonal, National and 
International Level . 


2. Reservation of 3 % seats in all the Schools , 
Higher Secondary Schools and at all levels of 
graduate studies to outstanding sportspersons 
who have represented the State and won Gold , 
Silver, Bronze medals at recognized National 
or International Championships. 


Training and Development of Coaches and 
Sports Administrators : 


The Government will make every effort to 
train and develop coaches on scientific lines. 
Similar efforts will be made to raise the 
standard of other sports organizers like 
referees , judges and administrators to National 
and International Level. The Government will 
encourage hosting and participation in 
Conferences , Training Camps , Seminars , 
Refresher Courses, Orientation Courses 
Workshops for Physical Education Officers, 


3. Special examination / supplementary 
exam shall be conducted from School, Higher 
Secondary School and College /University 
Level internal examination , as per the details 
to be declared , for outstanding students 
selected to represent the State at the National 
Level or the country at the International Level, 
if the dates of the Championship /Coaching 
Camps clash with the dates of the examination . 
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Department of Urban Development 


For College Level students there will be 
provision of additional opportunity to answer 
internal semester examination . These 
provisions would not apply to Board 
Examinations .

4. Award of sports merit marks ranging from 
5 marks for Taluka level to 40 marks for 
International Level participation in sports from 
Taluka to International Level and award of 
additional marks for achievements at various 
stages of competition , subject to maximum of 
3 % of the total aggregate of all the subjects at 
every internal exam and Board Examination 
at 10 + 2 Level. As regard Goa University , the 
Goa University shall also adopt a similar 
schemeto award sports merit marks , subject 
to a maximum of 3 % of total aggregate marks 
for winning an International Gold Medal.

DRAFT RULES 


Government shall strive to increase the 
allocation of budget to the Sports Sector. 
Government will endeavour to allocate at least 
2 % of its Annual Budget ( Plan and Non -Plan ) 
to Sports Department to be shared 
proportionately between the Directorate of 
Sports & Youth Affairs and Sports Authority 
ofGoa . 


The various provisions in the Sports Policy 
having financial implications shall be 
implemented in a phased manner and as per 
the availability of funds.
